Editor of The Collector : 

Dear Sir : In response to the many inquiries which have. come to

ONE of the notable art collections of Chicago is that of Mr. Charles T. 
Yerkes, which has recently had its first public or semi-public display 
to a chosen assemblage of invitees. There are eighty-two pictures in the 
collection, and they cover a wide scope, ranging from early Dutch art to late 
English art. The older schools are represented by " Heads of two Apostles" 
and "The Martyrdom of St. Levin," by Rubens; a Jewish head and 
"Philemon and, Baucis," by Rembrandt; cattle pieces by Paul Potter; 
" The Hermit," by Gerard Dow; " The Lesson on the Flute," by the elder, 
and " Reckoning the Score," by the younger Teniers; and by examples of 
Breughel, Craesbeek, Van Goyen, De Heem, Hobbema, Van der Neer, 
Ruisdael, Jan Steen, Van der Velde, Philip Wouverman, Van Ostade, 
Francesco Guardi, Greuze and others. 



In modern works. Mr. Yerkes' collection shows a catholic taste. Berne- 
Bellecour and Bouguereau are both represented, the former in a military 
scene, entitled " The Dispatch-Bearer," and the latter in a piquant study, 
" The Little Pouter." By Vaclav Brozik, is the " Plan of the Campaign." 
Daubigny, Decamps and Detaille, side by side with Diaz. Dupre and 
Flameng; Ludwig Knaus' " The Country Festival; " The Pets," by Land- 
seer; " The Path to the Village," by Corot, and " The Pig Killers," by 
Millet, are other men and pictures which figure in Mr. Yerkes' catalogue. 
There are works by Rousseau and Pokitanow, by Troyon and Sanchez- 
Perrier, by Alfred Stevens and by Jan van Beers; and the examples chosen 
are invariably of superior quality. Mr. Yerkes has had a handsome illus- 
trated catalogue compiled for his collection.

Mr. A. W. Maas, of Meridian, Miss., claims to possess a sword and scab- 
bard worn by Marechal Ney. The sword-blade is severely plain, being 
without inscriptions of any kind. It is slightly curved in shape, and has 
several small nicks in the edge. On the handle is the coat-of-arms of Ney. 
The scabbard is handsomely embellished with war scenes in gold. It was 
broken by the falling on it of the horse which Ney was riding in battle. A 
grand-uncle of Mr. Maas, it is stated, came into possession of the sword. 
By his death the sword came into the family of Mr. Maas, in whose posses- 
sion it has since remained. The owner will exhibit the relic at the Chicago 
World's Fair.

According to the Cincinnati Times-Star, there has been an interesting 
auction at Urbana, Ohio. It was that of the effects of man named George 
Harner. Harner was a sort of rural hermit, who, abandoned by wife and 
children on account of his eccentricities, had lived alone for thirty years, on 
a farm which be worked and in a house which he gradually filled with all 
sorts of accumulations. He did his own cooking and washing, raised nearly 
all he ate and wore, and was 'strictly honest in all his dealings with the out- 
side world, which he made as few as possible, not leaving the farm for weeks 
at a time. In February last he died and his testator ordered a sale of his 
personal effects, which occurred the other day. Nearly 2,000 people gathered 
and saw a wonderful sight. Each cf the four houses was piled from floor 
to ceiling with goods and chattels gathered from the four quarters of the 
world. Aisles wound in and out through the stuff, and it would have re- 
quired a train to haul all the plunder. The inventory showed nearly 5,000 
separate articles. Among other things was a library of books; nearly .a 
score of guns, some of them old flint-locks; clocks, watches and revolvers by 
the dozen; a calendar ninety years old; all sorts of dictionaries; a valuable 
collection of Bibles; jewelry of antique make; rare coins, bric-a-brac, antique 
furniture, odd china, paintings; a collection of steel-plate engravings and 
portraits. The sale eclipsed anything ever known in that section of Ohio, and 
bad the antiquarian and historical societies of the country known of the things 
to be sold they would, it is asserted, have gathered a rich harvest. As it 
was, pieces of pottery and rare old coins and jewelry, worth large sums, went 
for a song to buyers who saw in them only relics of a queer old man.

The American Museum of Natural History has received, as a gift from 
Mr. S. P. Avery of this city, a curious and interesting collection of semi- 
precious stones, agates, etc., numbering 240, once the property of a gentle- 
man who lived in the seventeenth or early part of the eighteenth century, 
evidently in Germany, the only clue to the original collector being the letters 
E. H. cut on one of the pieces. Every stone in this collection is cut oval, 
is about one inch in length, two-thirds of an inch in width, and each is flat 
on the back. They were all cut to the same shape and size, so that they 
could easily be slipped into a ring belonging to the former owner and worn 
from time to time as he chose. The collection is contained in a small 
wooden case ten inches by eight by ten. In this case are seven small 
drawers, painted a light blue, in each of which are spaces cut for the stones, 
so that each drawer holds from thirty to thirty-five specimens. 

* * * 

The lower drawer contains a series consisting of finer gems set and 
mounted on jasper, agate, or other stones of less • value. In this series, 
writes Mr. George F. Kunz, there are aquamarines, and in particular 
lumachella or fine marble, from Carinthia, Austria, showing a play of red 
and yellow flames equal, to that of the fine fire opal. This is a fossiliforous 
rock, filled with the fragments of pearly shells^ largely ammonites. In such 
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rocks it sometimes happens that the natural lustre of the shells is intensified 
in the process of fossilization by a decay and removal of the outer or less 
brilliant layers; and when this is the case the specimens possess an elegance 
and richness of nacre equal to the finest opals. The lumachella marble is 
well known to the geological collectors as a material of this kind, and its 
compact texture enables it to be cut and polished, which is rarely the case 
with deposits of this character. Of curious interest is the fact that, in con- 
nection with the pieces of transparent quartz or rock crystal, there are 
several fanciful objects, such as a water-color sketch of the caterpillar known 
as the geometra or measuring worm on a leaf; a circlet of flowers, with a 
monogram in the centre, cut out of a substance the color of the wing of a 
bat; a water-color sketch of two red snapping beetles (elator); and a Maltese 
cross and staff, cut out of blue paper, which in turn is placed on white 
paper. All these were from time to time worn in a small oval of rock 
crystal, as also seals, crests, and several- coats of arms belonging to the 
owner, who was evidently a gentleman of noble birth. A curious object is a • 
slab of rock crystal on which is mounted a carved fly, with wings of gray 
chalcedony, thorax of black onyx, and bead of aventurine or jasper. This 
the owner would place on the water-color sketch of the two red snapping 

beetles. 

* * * 

The larger part of the collection, however, consists of simple semi- precious 
stones, such as banded, jasperized and fortification agates in great variety; 
an endless series of jaspers, white, green and spotted; cornelians, mottled 
and polished labradorite or Labrador spar, pegmatite or graphic granite, in 
which the crystals of quartz resemble ancient Hebraic characters; diabase, 
hornblende in quartz, aventurine, green porphyry, quartz with internal 
iridescence produced by fractures (this gem was formerly known as Iris); 
amethyst and quartz, banded pudding-stone, quartz breccia, jasper with 
cross markings; Egyptian jaspers with patterns that may be fancied to 
resemble portraits and landscapes, zoned jasperized agate and jasperized 
wood, Chinese moss agate, plasma, rose quartz, chrysoprase, malachite and 
azurite, and an intaglio bead incised in a cherty agate, opal in the matrix, 
otherwise known as mother-of-opal.

The paintings belonging to the estate of Daniel Cottier will be sold at the 
end of May in Paris at the Durand-Ruel galleries. Among fourteen Corots 
is the " Orpheus "; there are eighteen examples of Diaz, twenty-one of Mon- 
ticelli, seven of Theodore Rousseau, fifteen of Couture, seven of Michel, and 
fifteen of Daubigny. There are specimens of Cuyp, Van der Velde, Chardin, 
Mierevelt, Guardi, and Goya. An illustrated catalogue is in preparation, 
with a portrait of Mr. Cottier and a short biography.

The sale of the collection of oil paintings of the late Robert L. Cutting 
drew a large crowd to Chickering Hall on March 22d. Every dealer in the city 
was there, and there were many persons prominent in business or society in the 
audience, so the occasion partook somewhat of a social character. There 
■ were eighty-nine pictures by sixty-six different artists, and the total sum real- 
ized from the sale was $111,130, an average of over $1,200 a picture. 
Seldom has so high an average been reached in a public sale. The prices 
were erratic, but in most cases exceeded the appraised value of the paint- 
ings. In some cases, however, the prices were low. Gabriel Max's "St. 
Cecilia" brought only $1,000. It is said to have once sold for $10,000. 
The highest price paid, $16,060, was f or Zamacois' " Return to the Convent." 
It was bought by a firm of picture dealers who declined to give the name of 
their customer. Half of the pictures were bought by dealers, on order, and 
the others by collectors direct, who refused their names. Madrazo's " Com- 



ingJOut of Church" brought only $5,500. A small pencil drawing by Meis- 
sonier, " The Card Player," was sold for $300. " The Tiresome Story," 
by L Rossi, was knocked down for $30, the bottom price of the sale. The 
fancy of spectators ran violently to landscapes, and marine views and figure 
pieces were not treated in accordance with their merits.

The exhibition of the American Art Association, previous to the partition 
sale, is now open at the galleries in Madison Square. A block away the 
spring Academy is ready to throw its doors wide to the public. The prepar- 
ations for the exhibition of the Society of American Artists go forward. 
This latter exhibition will be preceded at the Ortgies Galleries by the sale of 
the works of the late B. R. Fitz, the display of which commences the 
middle of this month. If the Fitz sale is not a great success it will not be 
because it does not deserve it. 
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' A small and important show of Daubigny, Corot and Millet drawings and 
pastels is attracting a considerable number of Boston and New York ama- 
teurs to the rooms of Mr. Seth M.. Vose. in Providence, R. I. One of the 
Millet pastels is a picture of Millet's own backyard at Barbizon. There is a 
peasant woman picking up sticks. Mr. Quincy Shaw, it is said, has said 
that there is no finer specimen of Millet's work in America than this pastel. 

♦ * * 

Another rural cario collector who has given the auctioneer a job was 
named Roman Ketterer, and lived near Norristown, Pa., till he died this 
year. He had been a regular attendant at public sales for many years, and 
had bought spinning wheels, high-back chairs, arm chairs, chests of drawers, 
old gigs, clocks and every conceivable piece of furniture that had interest to 
an antiquarian. More than a thousand people were in attendance at the sale, 
principally from Bucks and Montgomery counties, and articles brought fair 
prices. Among the old gigs sold was one in which General Washington 
rode frequently during his residence at Philadelphia. 

Mr. Koehler has followed the exhibition of the reproductive arts in the 
print-rooms of the Boston Museum with one of reproductions of 209 paint- 
ings and 150 sketches by Rembrandt, and 22 paintings by Ferdinand Bol. 
The. Art Institute of Chicago has opened its spring water-color exhibition 

and closes it on April 17.

It is stated from New Haven that the unique collection of old musical in- 
struments, the precursors of the modern pianoforte, belonging to M. 
Steinert of that city, is to be exhibited at the Vienna Exposition of Drama 
and Art, in May, at the special request of Princess Metternich. The sixty 
instruments of which it is composed were gathered together by M. Steinert 
in ten years of research in Europe. ' It is valued at $50,000, aside from its 
illustrative * and educational value. It includes the clavichords of the 
eleventh century, spinets, harpsichords, the early trammer claviere, and one 
very curiously-constructed instrument, with bows like those used on a violin, 
but played on a keyboard The collection also contains the grand piano of 
Mozart's time, and the instrument, a concert grand, on which Beethoven 
used to play. This latter instrument was made in Vienna in 1816 by Mme. 
Nannetto Streicher, an intimate friend of Beethoven. There are also in the 
collection a hammer claviere made in 1763 in Worms, a vertical grand made 
by Andrea Stein in Ausburg in 1779, and a harpsichord made by Kirchman 
in 1755, formerly the property of Napoleon Bonaparte. M. Steinert will 
take about twenty-five instruments to Vienna. 



The picture by Rosa Bonheur, " La Chamois," which was seized by Cus- 
toms officers last January for unpaid duties under a bed in a room in the 
Sturtevant House, has been sold at public auction by order of United States 
Marshal Jacobus. A dozen persons were present to bid, and the competition 
was lively. From an offer of $25 the bidding ran up gradually to $1 050, at 
which price it was knocked down to one J. M. Atwater, a produce merchant 
of 83 Warren street. The importer of the picture returned to Europe im- 
mediately after it was seized. It was appraised by the Government for$i,ooo, 
and $1 50 duty was imposed, The painting represents two chamois on a moun- 
tain peak, with a range of mountains in the background. The price paid for 
it at the auction is some $300 less than its cost in Paris.

One of the most remarkable sales of old silver ever held was at Edinburgh 
lately. It included pieces belonging to the late Earl of Dunmore, and the 
service of St. Martin's Abbey, in Perthshire. Several pieces were bought on 
commission from New York. The highest price ever obtained for old silver, 
$80 an ounce, was given for an early Italian double-handled cup and cover, 
$420 being the price. The highest price heretofore had been $50 an ounce,

A report from St. Louis, Mo., states that appraisers of the stamp col- 
lection of Rosando Fernandez, recently taken to Galveston on, a criminal 
charge, place its value at $7,000, though properly manipulated it might be 
worth $100,000. The authorities have been in correspondence all over the 
country, and it is thought that the stamps are not genuine and that Fernan- 
dez is an old offender in this line of " queer" work, both in this country and 

abroad.

During the last few months there have been sold to go out of Italy 8,000 
paintings, about 1,000 works of ancient sculpture, 80,000 pieces of money, 
and about 100,000 other objects, such as furniture, silver, antique arms, 
stuffs, etc., all belonging to Prince Torlonia.

At the- rooms of the American Numismatic and Archaeological Society, 
1 01 East 20th street, this city, on Monday evening last, a paper was read by 
Mr. Francis Worcester Doughty on " Evidences of Man in the Drift." An 
exhibition and description of certain important archseological objects, re- 
cently discovered on Long Island, and now exhibited for the first time, and 
their comparative relation to ancient coins, was also made. Members and 
their friends found the evening one of unusual interest.

CURIOUS 
BOOKS. 
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The first auction sale of postage stamps ever held in San Francisco has 
been made with satisfactory results. There were in all 384 lots listed. 
Two canceled 12-cent United States stamps of the year 1870 brought $12.05 
each, while an old envelope, issued by the United States War Department 
in 1853, brought $16.50. Stamps issued from the Departments of Agricul- 
ture, Interior, Justice, Navy, Post Office, State and Treasury, went for 
prices ranging from $1.05 to $6.60. An Antigua of the year 1879 fetched 
$3, and six Canadian stamps, issued between the years 1859 and 1864, 
brought $3. A set of ten Ceylon stamps, which ranged in face value from 
2 to 96 cents and issued during the years 1872-7, brought $5.40 to $7.25; 

and a single Laubuan stamp of 1880, $5.25. 

* * * 

The philatelic fraternity appears to be growing in San Francisco and 
thereabouts. Mr. W. H. Crocker is said to own the most valuable col- 
lection of postage stamps on the Coast. His collection is estimated to be 
worth more than $5,000, while those of C. F. Crocker and H. J. Crocker 
come near to that value. Mr. W. A. H. Connor, of the Sunny Side Land 
Company, has a collection of more than 10,000 varieties, for which he has 
refused $5,000. He is one of the most enthusiastic collectors on the Coast. 
Messrs. E. Gesvret and W. Sellemhoff have each a collection which they 
claim is of equal value with any on the Coast, the special feature of the lat- 
ter's collection being his fine old German varieties. Frank Koenig puts the 
value of his album at $3,500, but it is almost exclusively devoted to the 
stamps of the United States and the British colonies. Koenig is the super- 
intendent of the Exchange Department of the Western Philatelic Society. 



W. A. Cooper has a collection composed principally of the stamps of the Aus 
tralian colonies. Among other well-known collectors of the section are J. N. 
Luff, J. H. Makins, J. A. Weiner, Fred.Kordt, W. H. Hollis, C. F. Syl- 
vester and N. J. O'Sullivan. 

* * * 

At the sale of pictures belonging to the Earl of Clancarty at Christie's 
recently a little painting on copper, by Franz Hals, dated 1630, was bought 
by a Mr. Lesser for $3,500. It is 6 inches by 4, and shows a gentleman in 
black dress and ruff holding a book in his left hand. The Earl of Clan- 
carty was British Minister at The Hague and Brussels from 1813 to 1823. 
" The Wine Contract," by Gerbrandt van den Eeckhout, a group of four 
men at a table, portraits life-size, was another fine picture. There were 
good specimens of Jan Fyt and Van Beyrren and an example of Jan 
Verspronck, of Haarlem, a portrait of a lady in black dress, gold waistband, 
lace cap and large muff, dated 1637. This was sold for $1,400.
